Commission Continues To Look For 


Way Out Of Garbage Problems 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 10, at the courthouse in Elba 
and accepted the low bid of $59,850 
from ESMAC, Inc., for the re- 
roofing of all three buildings at the 
Coffee County Farm Center in New 
Brockton, 

All three buildings have been 
plagued by leaky roofs for years, and 
although the  re-roofing project 
wasn't included ‘in the budget, the 
commission vowed it would find the 
money needed to complete the entire 
project, 

Bids ranged from the low bid 
from ESMAC to a high bid of $69,775 
from Hathcock Roofing and 
Remodeling. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
reported on the progress of a court 
suit challenging the county's 
‘at-large’? method of electing 
commissioners and stated he would 
file a brief and repeat the county's 
position in the suit. 

The county contends the election 
method was the result of a 1971 
federal court order, thus, freeing the 
county from any claim of attempting 
the dilute black voter strength.

There were 109 different

D.M. English was instructed to get

English noted that in the winter it

The representative reported 
Coffee County's cost of operating a 
landfill was $200,000 a year, while 
income totaled only $70,000.

Customers) per month for weekly 
garbage pick-up and added anyone 
wishing to use the service should call 
347-4532,

***voted to request an Attorney 
General's opinion on the authority of 
a county engineer in a unit system; 
***presented $3,000 to the Goodman 
Volunteer Fire Department to help 
with organizational expenses;

Three Aviators Killed In Tuesday 
Crash Of Blackhawk Helicopter 


- 


Three Army aviators died 
Tuesday afternoon when their UH-60 
Blackhawk helicopter crashed near 
the Elba airport while the men were 
on a routine training flight. The 
crash happened about 4 p.m. and 
apparently the men died instantly, as 
witnesses reported the craft nosed to 
the ground after it appeared the tail 
section broke off during an airborne 
emergency. 

Killed in the crash were CW-3 
Jerry L. Brown, age 30, a flight 
instructor; WO-1 Stanley E. Harris, 
age 26, a flight student; and WO-1 
Gary M. Reynolds, age 38, also a 
Student. All three lived in Enter- 
prise. Brown was a native of 
LaFollette, Tennessee; Harris of 
Kannapolis, N.C., and Reynolds of 
Centerville, Ohio. 

In spite of the fire that erupted 
after the crash, none of the 
casualties suffered burns, thanks to 
the fast reaction of the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department. 
Members of the Elba department 
challenged the flames with portable 
fire extinguishers while other 
firemen were dragging fire hose 
from the truck stationed on the 
highway through the pine thicket to 
the crash site. Then the hoses and 
the truck reservoir furnished the 
ammunition to stop the spread of the 
flames from the tail section to the 
cockpit area where the bodies of the 
fliers were still strapped in their 
seats. 

Ivey Daugherty, who lives on 
Larkin Road near the crash site, was 
ti, twe back yard of his home, along 
‘with his wife and two neighbors, 
when they noticed a_ helicopter 
overhead making an unusual noise. 
Daugherty said there is a lot of flying 
in the area and they normally don’t 
pay any attention, but this one was 
making a funny noise and flying very 
low. 

He said the 'copter was coming 
down and it looked as if it would 
come down in the front of his house, 


Plant To Be Operational By 1987 


Elba City Council Gives 


The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to once again lease the 
hydroelectric plant on Pea River to 
Elba Hydroelectric Company, Inc. 

The plant was leased to the 
company in a contract signed March 
28, 1984. However, a performance 
clause in the contract made the 
contract void if the company failed to 
generate electricity by November 28, 
1985, 

When it became evident that the 
company could not meet its contract, 
the city council accepted new bids 
and made a verbal agreement with 
another company to take over the 
project. However, a contract with 
the second company would ensure 
litigations with Elba Hydroelectric 
Company, and the project would be 
Stalled until the City and the new 
leaser resolved conflicts with Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, 

The terms for the new contract 
are based on verbal negotiations 
with the company by Mayor Bob 
English and City Clerk Dud English 
last week. 

The tentative terms accepted by 
the council state that: 

---The company will pay all legal fees 
incurred by the City of Elba in 
defending the suit. 

---Within 45 days of signing the 
contract, the company will provide 
$44,000 as a first year rental. 

---The company will put $17,000 in 
escrow to repay a U.S. Dept. of 
Energy loan. The Energy Dept. 
financed a study of the feasibility of 
producing electricity at the dam in 
the early 1980's. However, there is a 
possibility that the debt will be 
forgiven, in which case the $17,000 
would be refunded. 

---The City will have the option to 
buy the company’s interest at the 
end of 10 years, for at least 
$1,750,000 and not more than 
$4,000,000. The figure will be 
determined as 10 times the average 
annual production times the price 
per kilowatt hour at the time. 

The company has also agreed to 
have the plant operational by Dec, 
31, 1986. 

Mayor English recommended 
that the council accept the terms, 
rather than face further litigations. 
“If we get tied up in court, this could 
go on for years,”’ he said. 

The council agreed to accept the 


terms provided that Barrett and 
Company would sign a statement 
absolving the city of any liability 
based on the previous verbal 
agreement that they take over the 
project. 

English said Tuesday that the 
lease is already being drawn up by 
the city attorney, and that Elba 
Hydroelectric Company officials 
seem anxious to proceed. 

The hydroelectric plant, which is 
currently owned by the city, was 
used by Alabama Electric 
Cooperative to produce electricity for 
over SO years. In the early 1960's, 
when the cost of electricity was low, 
AEC determined that the cost of 
maintaining the Elba plant was not 
feasible, and ended its production on 
Pea River. 

In the early 1980's, the city 
considered putting the plant into 
production again, However, a 
feasibility report done by the U.S. 
Dept. of Energy showed that the 
project would not be economically 
feasible for the city. This plan 
included complete replacement of 
facilities at the dam with new 
equipment. 

After the City Council decided 
not to take on the hydroelectric 
project, it was approached by several 
companies who wanted to put the 
plant back in working order. 

On March 28, 1984, the city 
yentered into a contract with Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, Inc. The 


company planned to repair the 
facilities and begin producing 
electricity. 


The contract included a_per- 
formance clause giving the company 
20 months to work on the project, 
requiring the company to begin 
producing electricity by Nov. 28, 
1985, or the lease agreement ‘‘shall 
be void and of no force and effect at 
the election of the city." 

In early September, 1985, Elba 
Hydroelectric Co. notified the City 
Council that they wanted to change 
the contract because financial 
backing was not available under the 
current terms. One of the requests 
for the contract revisions was that 
the performance clause be extended 
until September, 1986, 

When the city did not find the 
new terms agreeable, the council 
voted to re-open bids for the project.

Meanwhile, the city acquired a 
letter from Elba Hydroelectric 
Company, signed by president Whit 
Brantley authorizing the city to 
re-open bids on the lease. 

At an October 7 meeting, the 
Council opened bids from three 
companies: Elba Hydroelectric Co., 
Inc., Barrett and Co,/Progressive 
Hydro, and Aquenergy Systems. 
Representatives from each company 
were present, and explained their 
positions and bids. 

The council voted to accept a bid 
by Barret and Co./Progressive 
Hydro for a 30-year lease. The 
proposal stated that the company 
would pay the City of Elba $55,000 
within 45 days of signing the lease, 
and the City would have the option of 
purchasing the site improvements 
between the fifth and tenth years of 
production, They also agreed to pay 
the city a percentage of the pro- 
duction after the fifteenth year of 
operation, 

Although there was never a 
written contract between the City of 
Elba and Barrett and Co.,, 
representatives of Elba Hydro- 
electric Company made clear their 
intentions to seek reimbursement for 
the improvements they had made at 
the plant site as soon as the city had 
made a verbal commitment with 
Barrett. 

The city received a letter dated 
Oct. 15, 1985, from Dothan attorney 
Terry Bullard, who represents Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, requesting 
$300,000 reimbursement for 
improvements made at the dam. The 
letter also stated that, ‘‘unless you 
take immediate remedial measures 
toward my client, it will be my intent 
to file suit in Federal District Court 
within ten days from the date of this 


, 


from the crash and that those in the 
cockpit were apparently already 
dead, they backed away from the 
spreading flames and waited for the 
fire trucks that had been called by 
another family members.

At the November 11 meeting of 
the council, City attorney Mark 
Vaughan told the council that Elba 
Hydroelctric Company was willing to 
accept either $300,000 in compensa- 
tion for their work or a one-year 
extension on their contract. Mayor 
Bob English made it clear that the 
city would not agree to those terms, 
and that he was considering filing 
countersuit if the company persisted 
in their threats. 

Elba Hydroelectric Company 
filed a $1,000,000 suit against the 
city in early December and 
requested an injunction against the 
city forbidding them to enter into a 
contract with any other company 
until the suit was settled. The 
request was denied. 


On February 10, Judge Robert 
Varner went on to give Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, Inc, 30 days 
to present further evidence or the 
case would be dismissed. The suit 
was formally dismissed on Tuesday 
of this week. A similar suit was filed 
against Barrett and Company. While 
the City of Elba suit had been 
dismissed, the suit against Barrett 
was still pending. 

Officials at the Elba Hydro- 
electric Company have made clear 
their intentions to sell the electricity 
they generate to Alabama Electric 
Co-op. Federal law forces AEC to 
buy electricity from _ satellite 
companies. 


Although the production of 
electricity at the Elba plant would 
not lower rates for local residents, 
local citizens would benefit from the 
money the city stands to gain from 
this project.

The rewards of our labor and 
service to God are mentioned 
throughout the Scriptures, but one of 
the most revealing passages is 1 Cor. 
3:8-15. 

First, he tells us that every 
believer will be rewarded according 
to his own labor. ‘‘Now he that 
planteth and he that watereth are 
one; and every man shall recei' his 
own reward according to his own 
labor (Vs. 8).”’ 

Second, He tells us that ‘‘we are 

laborers together with God (Vs. 9).”’ 
This labor is not for salvation, but is 
a result of salvation and brings great 
reward, 
_ Third, the believer is to build on 
the Lord Jesus Christ who is the only 
foundation on which we can build 
and it stand. ‘‘For other foundation 
can no man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ (Vs. 11).’’ 

Fourth, the believer has a choice 
of two kinds of building materials: 
“Gold, silver, precious stones,’’ 
which are materials with eternal 
quality; or ‘‘wood, hay, stubble,”’ 
which are materials with only a 
temporary quality (Vs. 12). He also 
points out to us that a person’s works 
will reveal themselves each day. 

“Every man’s work shall be 
made manifest: for the day shall 
declare it, because it shall be 
revealed by fire; and the fire shall try 
every man’s work of what sort it is. If 
any man’s work abide which he hath 
built thereupon, he shall receive a 
reward. If any man’s work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss; but he 
himself shall be saved; yet as by fire 
(Vs, 13-15).’’ 

The rewards of eternal nature 
may seem less today and far away 
compared to the imminent rewards 
of the material world in which we live 
today. But we must recognize that 
rewards of the world and ways of 
Satan are only temporary.

13:16-17 says that the beast ‘‘causeth all, both small and great, rich 
and poor, free and bond, to receive a mark in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads: and that no man might buy or sell, save he that had the 
mark, or the name of the beast, or the number of his name.’ The mark, 
on the right hand, or forehead, was symbolic of giving the hand and 


During the first century, the Roman empire attempted to unite its 
people religiously by requiring all men to worship the emperor. This 
requirement for worshiping the em 
markets of the Roman empire to those who had no certification that 
they had worshiped the emperor, 

‘Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the beast: for it is the number of a 
man; and his number is six hundred threescore and six.'’ John thus 
says that the number of the beast is the number of a man, and that 
number is 666. In the Bible, seven is a number symbolic of perfection, 
Six, falling short of the perfect seven, 
imperfection. Many cay languages, such as Greek and Hebrew, did 
ers we are familiar with, but instead used 
letters for numbers, such as in Roman numerals. Thus 666 can be 
considered the sum of the value of the letters of a man's name. 

The most logical, and most likely, person, who can be easily 

identified by 666, is Nero Caesar. He was the first Roman emperor to 
ersecute Christians, and demand emperor worship, The name Nero 
aesar, in Hebrew, totals exactly 666.

SMALL GARDEN 


Bigger isn't always better 
when you're platting a garden. A 
small, well-managed garden will 
often produce more than a large, 
neglected one. Also, you can keep a 
smaller garden mgge attractive, and 
it may be more fun to work in. A 
large garden can easily become more 
work than fun, All you need is about 
1000 square feet per person to 
produce all the vegetables needed 
for a year. 


VEGETABLES AND SOIL TESTS 


If you're growing vegetables this 


year and haven't soil tested yet, you 
need to do so. It is the only way to 
know the lime and fertilizer needs of 
the soil, 


Fifty-nine percent of the truck 
crop samples tested last year at the 
Auburn University Soil Testing Lab 
needed lime. 


Tomatoes and peppers are even 
more sensitive to acid soils and to 
low calcium and magnesium, which 
are associated with acid soils.

The bid will represent the 
annual rental payment you are 
willing to accept to enroll part of your 
land in the CPR. No more than 25 
percent of the highly erodable land 
in any county can e entered in the 
Conservation Reserve.

BAKING TIPS 


I like to save energy by turning 
off the oven and surface units a few 
minutes before cooking is 
completged. When baking, make a 
double quantity and feeze the extra 
for later use. Preheat oven only when 
necessary and avoid preheating too 
far in advance. If you bake in glass 
containers, reduce the oven setting 
by 25 degrees. If you have used foil, 
turn the dull side out. Lowering 
energy use can save you dollars, but 
it takes concentrated effort. 
However, you can doit. Just practice 
these tips. 


ON A DIET? 


When you're hungry, especially 
if you are on a diet, satisfy yourself 
with a slice of bread. Not only is it 
economical nutrition, costing as little 
as two cents a slice for enriched 
white bread, but it stays with you. 
Just go easy on the spreads and 
toppings. That's where the extra 
calories can come from and add up. 

You can eat bread on a reducing 
diet. The average slice of bread is 
about 70 calories and so is an apple, 
banana or four round buttery 
crackers.

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Two Georgia Jail Escapees Captured Near Downtown Elba 


Two escapees from the Decatur 
County jail, in Bainbridge, Georgia, 
were captured this week in Elba only 
hours after a third escapee captured 
near New Brockton reported the trio 
had escaped and were in the area. 

Robert Wayne Beidler, age 22, of 
St. Paul, Minnesota and Ronnie Lee 
Faulconer, age 21, of McAlister, 
Oklahoma, were arrested in Elba, 
while William Daniel Wingate, age 
20, of Bainbridge, was captured near 
the Shiloh Community, between 
Elba and New Brockton. 

According to Jim C. Morris, chief 
deputy/investigator for the Decatur 
County Sheriff's Dept., the trio and a 
fourth inmate, identified as Anthony 
Jackson, received a hacksaw 
smuggled into the jail and cut 
through metal to gain entrance into a 
ventilation shaft. The inmates 


followed the shaft to the roof and 
then escaped. 


While the trio captured in Coftee 
County allegedly stole a car in the 
early morning hours of Sunday, 
March 16, Jackson reportedly went 
to a girlfriend’s house in Fowlstown, 
Georgia, and held her at gunpoint. 
Jackson later freed the hostage and 
attempted to flee, only to be shot and 
killed by law enforcement officers 
after refusing to surrender. 

The other three escapees 
apparantly left the area together in 
the stolen vehicle and headed west 
on Highway 84, stopping near New 
Brockton. 


The trio are believed to have 
burglarized a home near New 
Brockton on Sunday night and then 


Arnold Ordered To Undergo 
Testing At State Facility 


A rural Coffee County man 
charged with rape, sodomy and the 
production of obscene materials has 
been ordered to undergo psychiatric 
testing at a state mental facility 
following the report of a jailer that he 
had observed the county jail inmate 
displaying ‘‘suicidal tendencies.”’ 


Melvin Arnold, age 50, of the 
Jack community, was originally 
scheduled to appear at a preliminary 
hearing on March 21; however, a 
special court appearance was 
deemed necessary after the jailer’s 
report. At the special hearing last 
week, District Judge Gary McAliley 
ordered Arnold to be tested at the 
Taylor Hardin Secure Mental 
Facility, in Tuscaloosa, as soon as 
space is available at the state’s 
mental hospital. 

Arnold was arrested on February 


19 and charged with second degree 
rape, second degree sodomy and 
producing obscene material 
concerning the production § of 
videotapes involving a person under 
the age of 17. 

The videotape in question 
reportedly involves two female 
minors engaged in sexual activity 
and also includes Arnold clothed in 
nothing but socks. 

An additional first degree sexual 
abuse charge and a charge of visual 
reproduction of obscene material 
involving a person under the age of 
17 were Hed. 


incidents involving a second female 
minor, 

A request of bond reduction was 
made by Arnold’s attorney Debbie 
Jarred at the meeting last week, but 
the request was tabled until results 
of the mental testing were received.

An investigation began into the 
burglaries by the New Brockton 
Police Department and the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department and on 
Tuesday morning at 7 o’clock New 
Brockton Chief Gordon Lueck 
arrested Wingate as he walked near 
Shiloh. 

Wingate told Lueck of the escape 
and the presence of the other two 
escapees, prompting an extensive 
manhunt near the Shiloh area, 
Bloodhounds from Troy and a 
helicopter from Dale County joined 
local authorities in the hunt near 
Shiloh; however, during the 
manhunt an elderly black man 
entered the Elba Police station and 
told the radio dispatcher that the two 
men being looked for were walking 
down the street in Elba. After 
getting the man to point out the 
exact street, Investigator Freddie 
Hanchey and patrolman Randy 
White went to the area, near 
Brunson Texaco, on W. Simmons, 
and arrested the pair without 
incident at 10:15 a.m. 

At the time of the escape, 
Wingate was being jailed for 
burglary and probation violation; 
Faulconer was being jailed on 
burglary and auto theft charges, and 
Beidler had been convicted of auto 
theft, escape and burglary. Jackson 
was in on forgery and pending armed 
robbery charges.
